1 . MFA OFFICIALS HAVE CONFIRMED TO US PRESS REPORTS THAT 
PRIME MINISTER PALME'S VISIT TO THE SOVIET UNION WILL TAKE 
PLACE APRIL 5-9, FOLLOWING THE CPSU CONGRESS. ACCORDING TO 
MFA OFFICIAL JAN ELIASSON, GOS HAD SUGGESTED WEEK OF APRIL 12, 
BUT SOVIETS HAD COUNTERED WITH PROPOSAL THAT VISIT TAKE PLACE 
WEEK EARLIER, WHICH SWEDES ACCEPTED. INTERESTINGLY, PALME S 
VISIT TO MOSCOW WILL BEGIN ON THE SAME DAY THAT PRESIDENT 
FORD IS SCHEDULED TO RECEIVE SWEDISH KING CARL XVI GUSTAF.
